Haxlitt, in 
his collection of Notes (I) gives an apparently elaborate description of the unique 
copy of the 1529 Wynkyn de Worde edition which is preserved in the British Museum, 
but states that B is the last sheet, and that the printer’s device was to be found on 
B 5. If he be correct, then the edition described above cannot be the one of 1529, 
which it appears to coincide with in all other respects. It is certainly not that of 1498, 
nor that of Copland, nor that of East, but it contains woodcuts from the identical 
blocks used in the 1498 edition. 

With the engraved bookplate of “ Sinclair (i.e. Henry, Baron Sinclair, who 
died in 1723) ; under it the signature of J. St. Clair, his son, who died in 1762.

There are two issues of the text. In the original issue, lines 731,

In the later issue the misnumbering was altered to 730, 740 and 
750 (still wrongly) and the word “ with in the line above quoted to 
“in.** Lowndes mentions a third state of this leaf, which, however, I 
have never been able to trace. 

Later writers have glibly written of other variations in the text 
and have studiously refrained from pointing them out, but after careful 
inspection of a very large number of copies I have been unable to trace 
any other diflerences (except on this leaf, the last of Book III) and am of 
the firm conviction that this was the only leaf ever reprinted. These 
two issues are, however, found combined with each variation of the title. 

It is impossible to say with which issue the Argument, etc., was 
ori^nally published, except that it was not with the first. Inasmuch 
as Simmons procured it (as shown by his address to the Reader) and 
his name first appears on the fourth title it has been surmised that it 
was first sent out with that title. But if the contract between Milton 
and Simmons, dated April 27th, 1667, now preserved in the British 
Museum, be authentic, Simmons had been connected with the work 
from the beginning, long before his name appears on the book. (But 
for the existence of this contract it would bo an easy matter to 
reconcile the differences in the title-pages.) There are thi^e states of 
the Argument, etc.; the original with “ The Printer to the Reader ** 
at the top of sig. A, in four lines, a corrected one with the same passage 
in six lines, and a third without “ The Printer to the Reader/* which I 
have only found in conjunction with the 1669 titles. 

The different issues of the titles, text and Argument were indis¬ 
criminately combined by the binders, who certainly did not destroy the 
stock of the leaves that had been cancelled. The result is that the 
1667 titles are sometimes found with the second issue of the text, and 
the 1668 and 1669 titles with the earlier issue of it, with or without 
the Argument.

I have preserved the sequence of the titles adopted by Lowndes, 
although I have never seen the fifth and sixth variations noted by him, 
and should much like to do so.
